cen ter of popu lation of the Un ited 
■States” was asked, an d a n u mber of 
the pedagogu es “missed” the an swer, 
n otwithstan din g there were some w’ho 
could hav e seen the “cen ter” from 
their own doorsteps. 
If this was a 
perplex in g qu estion 
to the residen t 
school teachers, what mu st be the pro­ 
portion s of the “where will be the n ex t 
location of the cen ter of popu lation of 
th^ Un ited States?” to the million s of 
people n ow probably subcon sciou sly 
askin g it. 
This m atter is on e of special in ter­ 
est to the residen ts of Bartholomew 
coun ty , for it has been un officially an ­ 
n ou n ced that the cen ter of popu lation 
"will be mov ed on ly abou t on e mile 
from its presen t location , an d if the 
an n ou n cemen t is tru e, Bartholomew 
cou n ty will retain it. 
The an n ou n ce­ 
men t, howev er, is bein g “taken with 
salt,” for while it is con ten ded by the 
residen ts that the cen ter of popu lation 
will n ot be ou tside the coun ty , it is 
believ ed by statistician s that it will be 
mov ed farther than on e mile from its 
pjgsen t Jocatiom 
• 
For the ben efit of a few y ou n ger 
teachers an d others who do n ot kn ow 
the location of the ex act cen ter of pop­ 
u lation of the Un ited States, it may 
be well to n ote that it is an d has been 
located for the last ten y ears in Barth­ 
olomew' coun ty , fou r miles, as the crow' 
flies, sou theast of this city an d in the 
barn lot of Hen ry Marr, a prosperou s 
farmer. When the precise location of 
the cen ter of popu lation was deter­ 
min ed by the cen su s bu reau the figures 
“19 00” w’ere en grav ed on a ston e slab 
an d this wras imbedded in the groun d 
at the ex act poin t that had been fix ed 
by the cen su s bu reau . 
There is n othin g particu larly hal­ 
lowed abou t the cen ter of popu lation 
as it n ow’ ex ists, y et it has en deared 
itself to the hearts of the people of 
Bartholomew coun ty , to v isitors, an d 
shou ld it be sn atched from them they 
will feel themselv es deeply an d sadly 
bereav ed, an d it was with a feelin g 
akin to great joy that they receiv ed the 
glad tidin gs in the un official an n ou n ce­ 
men t that the cen ter of population 
will be mov ed bu t on e mile westward. 
This would mean that it was n ot alou e 
to remain in the coun ty , bu t that it 
would remain in the same family , for 
on e mile westward would place it in 
the doory ard of Bert Marr. a cousin of 
Hen ry Marr, the presen t con troller of 
the cen ter of population site.

Practically ev ery township tru stee 
in the State has receiv ed from the 
State Board of Accou nts a commu ni­ 
cation relativ e to the haqdiing of 
road tax receipts. This commu nica­ 
tion will be of interest to ev ery man 
in the cou nty who pay s road tax es, 
becau se if the plan is adopted it 
means a chang e in the ex isting sy s­ 
tem. 
The com u nicat ion issu ed 
to the 
township tru stees say s: 
Dear Sir: 
A g reat many com­ 
plaints are filed in this department in 
reg ard to the way road receipts are 
handled. The law requ ires that when 
a tax pay er works his road tax the 
su perv isor shall g iv e a receipt for 
the same, which shall be presented to 
the cou nty treasu rer for credit. Sev ­ 
eral months elapse from the time the 
receipt is issu ed u ntil it can be pre­ 
sented to the treasu rer. 
The tax ­ 
pay er may lose or destroy it, or when 
he makes pay ment of tax es he may 
forg et to present the receipt. 
This 
cau ses annoy ance to the tax pay er. If 
a receipt is lost or destroy ed, the 
su perv isor is asked to make a du pli­ 
cate, which is an annoy ance to him. 
If the tax pay er fails to present his 
receipt to the cou nty treasu rer in 
time for redemption, he will ask the 
tru stee to redeem it—which the tru s­ 
tee has no au thority to do—and this 
will be an annoy ance to him. 
In order to av oid all of this trou ble 
we wou ld su g g est that y ou instru ct 
each su perv isor that when a person 
works ou t his road tax , he write a re­ 
ceipt bu t do not detach it from his 
receipt book, bu t keep it u ntil he is 
throu g h his work, and that when 
he makes report to y ou , he file said

At the g eneral offices of the road it 
was said that the officers had nothing 
to say in reg ard to the situation, stat­ 
ing that, the g eneral committee of the 
conductors and trainmen had request­ 
ed another meeting , which was g ladly 
g ranted. 
A rumor is in circulation to the ef­ 
fect that locomotiv e eng ineers in the 
emp loy of the Pennsy lv ania road are 
about to demand an increase in wag es, 
\ 
but the rumor could not be verified. 
President Garrettson of the conduc­ 
tors’ union stated that he had heard of 
no such mov ement. G. M. Wilson, as­ 
sistant. p resident of the Brotherhood 
of locomotiv e Eng ineers, was in Phil­ 
adelp hia Friday and conferred with 
President Lee and Mr. Garrettson of 
the trainmen's org anization.

Pittsburg , July 18 .—There is marked 
uneasiness here today ov er strike con­ 
ditions relating to the Pennsy lv ania 
road and tho Pennsy lv ania lines west 
of Pittsburg 
Thousands of workmen 
are about ti e tracks and the houses 
of the road, and it is understood that 
a strike may be ex p ected. 
The union 
men are still meeting in their head­ 
quarters and no secret is made of the 
fact that an immediate strike has been 
adv ised by many inside the meeting s. 
There is a joint meeting between em­ 
p loy ers and workmen scheduled for to­ 
day , and it is likely the men will hold 
off until after that. 
Sheriff Judd H. Bruff of Pittsburg 
threw a bomb into the camp of the 
railroad p eop le by announcing that he 
would not consider it his duty to p ro­ 
tect men whom the comp any broug ht 
in to take the p lace of striking work­ 
men. 
Sheriff Bruff admitted that he 
was now ready to swear in 1,500 dep - 
p uty sheriffs at the first sig ns of trou­ 
ble, but added: 
41 will be p rep ared for any emer­ 
g ency which may require the p rotec­ 
tion of p rop erty in ev ent of a strike 
but this does not include the p rotec­ 
tion of the men who will take the 
p laces of striking emp loy es. 
I wish 
this p oint made v ery clear and hav e 
emp hasized it to the railroad folks. If 
there is to be a strike here I will he 
on hand to p rotect p rop erty , and I will 
p rotect it fully , but I will not p ermit 
my men to be used as g uards for 
strang e men coming to take the p laces 
of dissatisfied workmen.” 
The Pennsy lv ania road is p rep ared 
to house and feed 2,500 strike breakers 
in what is known as the Pittsburg dis­ 
trict, and in ev ent of trouble they 
claim there will not be a train can­ 
celled.

New York Los e s Millions Through 


Trans fe r Stamp Game. 


New York, July 18 .—State Comp trol­ 
ler Clark Williams wants a law by 
which men who deal in cancelled stock 
transfer stamp s and seduce emp loy es 
of brokerag e offices can be sent to jail. 
Sleuths emp loy ed by the comp troller 
hav e solv ed the mechanism of the 
fraud by which the state has been 
robbed of up ward of $2,000,000 a y ear. 
The comp troller knows the men who 
hav e been swindling the state, but he 
said that lack of leg al ev idence p re­ 
v ented their being arrested and p un­ 
ished. 
The ev idence ag ainst them 
came from brokers’ emp loy es with 
whom the stamp dealers had done busi­ 
ness, and such ev idence was incom­ 
p etent because the emp loy es were ac­ 
comp lices. 
Mr. Williams’s inv estig ators wc*re 
surp rised at the ing enuity disp lay ed in 
eradicating cancellation marks. 
But 
desp ite the p erfection of the scheme, 
the inv estig ators discov ered thousands 
of tickets with stamp s affix ed, rang ing 
in v alue from $1 to $30, which clearly 
indicated that 
they had been used 
twice. Comp troller Williams obtained 
the sig ned confessions of sev eral bro­ 
kers’ emp loy es and messeng ers and a 
number of oral confessions which ex ­ 
p lained what had been g oing on. Boy s 
confessed that they had been making 
from $500 to $1,8 00 a y ear assisting 
stamp dealers to work the fraud.

Charles Stamm of Glenwood, -com­ 
monly known there as “Deacon” was 
cleared of a charge of assault and bat­ 
tery befor Squire Dora in that town 
Saturday afternoon. The charge was 
preferred by James Yandivier. owner 
of the livery stable, who alleged that 
Stamm had entered his barn and a t­ 
tempted to take a horse and buggy by 
force after he had been refused one. 
The defendant was defended by At­ 
torney Springer of Connersville. It is 
said that if the charge of intoxica­ 
tion and the use of profane language . 
had been made, that a verdict might 1 ““”1 membir of thc 
Citizens’ 
have been found against Stamm. The 
deputy prosecutor has been in Glen- 
wood since the occurrence and the 
people of the village 
have it, 
that 
something more will come of the dis­ 
turbance. It is said that a grand jury 
investigation will be made when the 
proper time comes. 
According to the evidence given in 
the squires court the trouble between 
the livery man and Stamm 
occurred 
Friday . 
Yandivier, who 
owns the 
only stable there, said that 
Stamm 
came to his place of business and 
asked for a horse and buggy , say ing 
that he wanted to take a short drive 
in the country . 
Yandivier said that 
Stamm was intoxicated at the time 
and for that reason he refused him. 
Stamm raised some 
objection, but 
Yandivier paid no attention to him. 
The livery man said that he feared 
that Stamm wanted to drive to Laurel 
to get more whiskey and he did not 
care to have any of 
hi- horses m is­ 
used. 
But Stamm was intent on taking 
the drive, according to the story told 
by the livery man. He went back into 
the stable and proceeded to hitch a 
horse to a buggy for his own use. He 
said that he was, going to have a rig, 
lip matter what the 
owner of 
the 
stable said, so say s Yandivier. 
Hil­ 
ton Shupson. an employ ee at the liv­ 
ery , stable. then proceeded to take a 
ha ml in the affair, which Stamm \vn 
managing so auspiciously . 
Yandivier 
say s that Simpson jumped on Stamm 
while he was in the act of getting the 
horse and buggy ready and pinned 
him to the ground, 
A hurry -up call was sent to. the 
town marshal, who soon arrived on 
the scene of action. Marshal Stevens 
arrested Stamm and took him before 
’Squire Dora, Yandivier preferring 
the charge 
of as-atilt 
and battery 
against the prisoner. 
Stamm 
gave 
bond for his appearance Saturday 
afternoon at one o'clock, when his 
trial was held. It is >aid that Stamm 
first came to Rushville t<* retain an 
attorney to defend him. but was un­ 
successful. He then went to Conners­ 
ville and obtained the services of Mr. 
Springer.
